URGED IN DISCUSSION 


OF CRIME REDUCTION 


Trade in- Stolen Goods 
Declared to Be Worth 
Billions Annually. 


GOVERNMENT FOUND 
TO HELP CRIMINALS 


National Conference Meeting 
Here Told Mints Buy 
Pilfered Gold. 


A relentless war on the criminal 
“fence’—the merchant who buys and 
sells stolen goods—was propased yes- 
terday by speakers at the National 
Conference on the Reduction of Crime, 
being held in the Willard Hotel under 
the auspices of the National Crime 
Commission. 

The conference is being attended by 
300 men and women, including police 
chiefs, district attorneys, lawyers, busi- 
ness men, psychiatrists and welfare 
workers. 

Three members of the public order 
committee of the Washington Board of 
Trade are attending the conference. 
They are Odell Smith, Walter Johston 
and Joseph Burkhart. The public or- 
der committee now is considering a 
law for this city, something like the 
Baumes law, but not so severe, which 
would keep habitual criminals out of 
Washington. 

The “crime bill” of the fence, it was 
said at the conference, amounts to 
billions of dollars a year in the United 
States. Even Uncle Sam, it was said, 
unwittingjy has done business with the 
fence by buying stolen gold and silver 
for the mints. Three ways of striking 
at the fence were proposed. 

Baumes Urged Change in Law. 

Caleb H. Baumes, chairman of the 
New ‘York State Crime Commission, 
urged that the law be changed so that 
it would not be necesary to have cor- 
roborated the testimony of the man 
who stole the goods and sold them to 
the fence in order to secure the convic- 
tion of the fence himself. Baumes was 
the author of the law named after him, 
providing that a criminal convicted 
for felonies a fourth time be given a 
life sentence. 

Charles H.,.Tuttle, United States at- 
torney for the southern district of 
New York, told the conference the fence 
evil is not confined by State lines, but 
represents a nation-wide traffic. He 
therefore urged that the interstate 
commerce act be invoked in the war 
against such criminals. There is a 
Federal law covering interstate traffic 
in stolen automobiles, he pointed out, 
and there might very well be one cov- 
ering all stolen goods that are moved 
from one State to another. 

Robert Appleton, president of the 
Association of Grand Jurors of New 
York, suggested the New York law, 
which compels dealers in’junk and sec- 
ond-hand books to make “diligent in- 
quiry” as to the source of these articles, 
be extended so as to cover precious 
metals, jewelry, silks and other articles.

Stofos J Near High Schools 
Are Menace, Principals Say 


Places Often Are Rendezvous for Promotion of Truancy 
and Wrongdoing, Miller Tells Board; Three Op- 
pose Zone Change to Allow Pharmacy. 


Stores in the vicinity of high schools 
are a menace to the moral welfare of 
students and often serve as rendezvous 
for the promotion of truancy and 
wrongdoing, it was charged in testi- 
mony presented before the Board of 
Education yesterday ,by three high 
schoel principals. 

All three appeared to fight W. M. 
Ward’s request that the board consent 
to a change in zoning near the, new 
McKinley High School so that a drug 
store might be included in an apart- 
ment house he plans to erect. The 
board withheld consent after a lengthy 
debate. 

Principal Alvin W. Miller, of Central 
High School, first to speak in opposi- 
tion of the proposed zoning change, 
declared stores of any character in the 
proximity of schools are “ a menace 
to our boys ‘and girls, particularly in 
their moral welfare.” 

Children not attached to any school 
gather in such places and become in- 
volved in serious misdemeanors for 
which the students promptly are 
blamed; he charged Store managers 


*# have in some cases conspired to aid 


children in their deceptions, he said,

such cooperation as they give to offi- 
clals extending only to the point where 
it does not interfere with their trade. 

He cited one instance where police 
ordered a change in the management 
of a store near the school when its 
conduct, he declared, endangered the 
morals of students of the school. 

Dr. Elmer 8. Newton, principal of 
Western High School, told the board 
he always had obtained cooperation 
from the management of the two stores 
near his-school, but recognized the 
places as “rendezvous” where “some- 
thing is likely to start at any time.” 

University students gather there, he 
said and “gangs”-sit in automobiles 
outside, furnishing constant temptation 
for children to leave their classes in 
pursuit of pleasure. «Although teach- 
ers are sent out to discipline children 
who are “loafing,” it virtually is im- 
possible to “police” the stores, he said. 

“They are no asset to any scliool,”

Mexico, City, Nov. 2 (A.P.).—Break-

W. Morrow, the American Ambassador, 
together this morning at the president’s 
ranch near Mexico City. A four-hour 
conversation ensued. 

The American Ambassador went to 
the ranch on invitation of Senor Calleg, 
who sent the presidential car to the 
United States Embassy at 6:3Q in the 
morning. The two men walked over 
the farm. Apparently in close conver- 
sation through an interpreter most of 
the time. 

Observers attach significance to k's 
personal and intimate meeting of t the 
president of the republic and the Amer- 
ican Ambassador, and to the fact that 
within a few days after the ambassa- 
dor had formally presented his creden- 
tials, President Calles by personal in- 
vitation should have established such 
personal contact. 

What they talked about is not re-

OF HUNTING SEASON 


20 Others Injured, Including 
Woman, Whose Death 
Is Expected. 


Philadelphia, Nov. 2 (A.P.).—The 
first day of the open season for rabbits 
and other small game took atoll of five 
deaths in Pennsylvania and Maryland.

PROGRESSIVES 


CAMPAIGN BY RADIO 
FROMEOWN STATION 


Addresses by Leaders Are 
to Be Broadcast by 
lowa Plant. 


EXPECT NO TROUBLE 
IN GETTING LICENSE 


Activity for Lowden Starts 
Movement for Norris to 
Come Out Definitely.

The progressive group of senators 
headed by Senator Borah, of Idaho, and 
Norris, of Nebraska, are planning to-set 
up a radio station as part of an inten- 
sive campaign to be conducted in be- 
half of the movement in general and 
against Lowden’s presidential aspira- 
tions in particular. Instead of being 
routed by the action of Senator Nor- 
beck, of South Dakota, in announcing 
his support for Lowden, the senators 
are becoming more aggressive. 

Predictions that the South Dakota 
senator’s attitude might cause defec- 
tions in the progressive ranks show no 
signs at present of materializing. In- 
stead of anything like this coming 
about, Senator Nye, of North Dakota, 
whom it was thought might possibly 
be affected by Norbeck’s action, plans 
to go after Lowden’s scalp tomorrow 
with a telegram addressed to a farm 
gathering at Jamestown, N. Dak. 


Farm Gathering Discussed. 


Other developments are expected. A 
long conference was held yesterday in 
the office of Senator Brookhart, of 
Iowa. The radio plan was agreed upon 
but even more important matters were 
said to have been discussed. They con- 
cerned, for one thing, the farm gather- 
ing in St. Louis, which before it ad- 
journed, took a parting shot at Senator 
Borah. A resolution adopted by the 
gathering urged that the “friends of 
farmers not be misled” by the Idaho 
senator. He has never shown that he 
was their friend, it said. It charged, 
in effect, that he was seeking to defeat 
the farmers’ friend, no other, of course, 
than Lowden. 

The Idaho senator would not make 
any public comment except to join 
in the expressed hope that the “friends 
of farmers will not be misled by me.” 
He said, however, he would have plenty 
to say as soon as “they show me the 
white of their candidate’s eye.” 

The only point of disagreement be- 
tween the farm meeting and the sen- 
ator seems to be whether Lowden is the 
farmers’ friend. The senator does not 
try to disguise the fact that he is try- 
ing to defeat him. 

The progressives consider the St. 
Louis meeting and that to be held in 
Jamestown, as purely Lowden boom 
meetings, and it is a fact that the Low- 
den headquarters had close relations 
with the St. Louis gathering. 

Noting this activity in behalf of Low- 
den the progressives are quickening 
their plans and expect to show some 
activity themselves. A radio station is 
to be made available by Raymond 
Baker, who has a powerful broadcasting 
plant in Muscatine, Ia., which has fre- 
quently been made use of by farm 
bureaus. Mr. Baker is described as 
quite wealthy, a manufacturer of a sub- 
stitute for caliopes. He is unfriendly to 
the Lowden cause. Instead he is a 
staunch supporter of the progressives. 


Broadcasts to Be Relayed. >

Guard Suffer Three 
Casualties. 


PATROL IS AMBUSHED 
AGAIN THE SAME DAY 


Enemy Repulsed; Search for 
Fliers Missing Since Octo- 
ber 8 Is Continued. 


Managua, Nicaragua, Nov. 2 (A.P.).— 
A combined combat patrol of United 
States Marines and the national guard 
fought a fierce engagement with gueril- 
las yesterday morning killing or wound- 
ing 60 of them. 

One Marine was wounded and two 
national guardsmen were killed. 

The patrol was under command of 
Lieuts. C. J. Chappell and Moses J. 
Gould, United States Marine Corps. 

The fighting occurred 6 miles south- 
east of Jicaro, and lasted 35 minutes. 
The guerillas, who were followers of the 
rebel, Gen. Sandino, numbered 250. 

Glass in Bandit Bomb. 

The Marine wounded was hit by fly- 
ing glass from a bandit bomb. One of 
the muleteers was also seriously 
wounded and six mules were killed. 

On the afternoon of the same day, 
about 3 miles from Jicaro, the patrol 
was ambushed by another group of 
guerillas, but in a few minutes of sharp 
fighting the Marines and guardsmen 
scattered the enemy, although heavily 
outnumbered. 

There were no known casualties in 
the patrol, which has been actively 
seeking the missing Marine aviators, 
Lieut. E. A. Thomas and-Sergt. Frank 
Dowdell, who crashed in this section on 
October 8. There are hopes that the 
aviators are still alive. 


MINE PICKETS HALTED 
BY FEAR OF TROOPS 


Colorado |. W. W. Send Out 
No Men, in Spite of Pre- 


vious Threats. 


Denver, Colo., Nov. 2 (A.P.).—Quiet 
reigned in the strike-affected coal fields 
of Colorado today as the miners com- 
plied with demands ‘of the State that 
picketing be stopped. Gov. Adams in- 
dicated that if pickets defied the or- 
der, national guardsmen would be sent 
to the mines. 

Operators claimed large increases in 
their working forces at properties in 
the southern fields, and expressed the 
belief that the mine crews soon would 
be back to normal if there was no more 
picketing. 

Although 400 striking miners at 
Walsenburg last night voted to picket, 
there were no demonstrations by _the 
workers in that area today. 

I. W. W. leaders, who called the 
strike, issued an official bulletin from 
their headquarters in Walsenburg ex- 
pressing satisfaction with the situation 
and declaring that “we expect to carry 
on in the usual way, delegating our- 
selves to regular organization work.” 
The statement made no mention of 
picketing, but Frank Orr, publicity di- 
rector of the organization, said that 
“we expect to continue to picket.” 

The: northern Colorado coal opera- 
tions still were paralyzed by the strike 
and only one mine, the Columbine, in 
Weld County, operated. The Routt 
County field reported many more min- 
ers were working, and in Fremont 
County the situation also seemed im- 
proved as to the number of men work- 
ing. 


Snow Maroons 200; 
Utah Roads Buried 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Nov. 2 (A.P.).— 
Huge snow drifts have blocked automo- 
bile traffic and stranded many travelers 
in camps near the continental divide 
in Wyoming. 

The Rockies have felt the fury of a 
three-day blizzard and the fast falling 
snow buried several abandoned auto- 
mobiles. One motor bus was burned 
in the storm when it came in contact 
with a broken high tension electric 
wire. The passengers escaped. 

About 200 auto travelers were re- 
ported stranded at Sherman Hill and 
Elk Mountain, two of the loftiest 
points in the Rocky Mountain range. 
Many others were marooned at Medi- 
cine Bow, Wyo.

SEEN IN FRENCH REPLY 


Paris Wants Production Cost 
Inquiry Finished Before 
Concluding Treaty, 


ACCEPTS MODUS VIVENDI 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Paris, Nov. 2.—The French reply to 
the latest American note relative to 
the tariff controversy between the two 
governments was officially approved 
by the Council of Ministers this morn- 
ing and handed to Sheldon White- 
house, charge. d'affaires of the Ameri- 
can Embassy, at 6:30 o'clock tonight. 
It is hoped that the French note will 
sweep away the last barriers to the 
conclusion of a temporary agreement on 
the tariffs of the two countries while 
negotiations are under way for a per- 
manent Franco-American commercial 
treaty. 

The contents of the note were not 
officially disclosed. Nevertheless, the 
correspondent was informed in sources 
close to the Quai D’Orsay that France 
therein accepts the basis for a tempor- 
ary agreement as outlined by the 
United States Government in its last 
memorandum, including a return to 
the former French duties on American 
imports hit by the recent increases, 
and certain concessions as to sanitary 
restrictions and American customs 
agents’ examinations of the accounts 
of certain French companies, which 
Washington has promised in return. 

The French authorities, it is said, 
accept these arrangements with the 
proviso that their interpretation of 
them is correct. If so, France proposes 
the immediate conclusion of a tempor- 
ary agreement to continue in force 
while a permanent treaty is being ne-

Following is a description, by the 
Ass--iated Press, of the scene in the 
courtroom just after a mistrial had 
been declared yesterday in the Fall- 
Sinclair case: 

“The jurors literally had to fight 
their way from the box. They made 
headway slowly, but Conrad J. Her- 
zog, juror No. 5, made his way to 
Roberts and on behalf of all those 
save Kidwell expressed regret at the 
turn events had taken. 

“Roberts told him ‘ie jurors had 
been shadowed day and night, but 
not by Government agents, adding 
that the Government would not 
spend ‘a plugged nickel! on such 
tactics. He expressed implicit con- 
fidence in ten of the twelve jurors, 
but did not explain why another

As expected, the conspiracy trial of 
former Secretary of the Interior Fall 
and Harry F. Sinclair, New York oil 
magnate, ended in a mistrial shortly 
after court convened yesterday morn- 
ing. Later Government counsel filed a 
memoranium requesting the court to 
set a date for a new trial. The motion 
will be heard tomorrow morning at 10 
o’clock. 

Justice Frederick L. Siddons an- 
nounced his decision declaring a mis- 
trial at 10:20, after reading a state- 
ment from the bench which covered 
his reasons. The fact that defense 
counsel as well as counsel for the Gov- 
ernment felt that impartial justice 
could not be guaranteed, in view of 
charges respecting surveillance of the 
jury and in view of an alleged state- 
ment of one of the jurors, made the 
action of the«court appear inevitable, 
so there was no element of surprise in 
the court’s decision. 

‘The information, in the form of affi- 
davits, which former Senator Pome- 
rene, of Government special counsel, 
communicated to Justice Siddons on 
Tuesday was referred to by the court 
as information “of grave concern to 
the administration of justice in this 
case.” 

Grand Jury at Work. 


As soon as a mistrial had been for- 
mally declared, interest shifted to the 
grand jury room where a probe is in 
progress respecting the alleged “inti- 
‘mate, odjetcionable and improper” 
surveillance of members of the jury 
by operatives of the Burns Detetcive 
| Agency and respecting the alléged 
statements of Edward K. Kidwell, one 
of the jurors, in a Four-and-a-half 
| street soft drink saloon. 
| After Kidwell and the other jurors 
were discharged, agd before he was or- 
dered to appear before the grand jury, 
he told newspaper men that the 
charges against him were based on @& 
“newspaper frame-up.”’ 

Both Fall and Sinclair anticipated a 
mistrial as their respective counsel had 
urged this course and regarded it, 
under the c..cumstances, as inevitable. 
‘Sinclair’s cuunsel issued a statement 
Tuesday evening and yesterday Fall 
personally issued a statement to the 
press. 


New Trial is Sought. 


Immediately after Justice Siddons

The arrest of the two is expected to 
involve others in the investigation of 
the source of supply of whisky. 

Capt. F. S. Van Boskerck, command- 
ant of the Norfolk Coast Guard divi- 
sion, said the whisky found by police 
in the raid was similar to that found 
aloard the Nomad. Turnbull was in 
command of a Coast Guard patrol boat 
which participated in the capture of 
the rum runner.

Broad Program Desired.

Federal Report Shows Peopie 
Earned Nearly $90,000,- 
000,000 in Year. 


$2,210 AVERAGE INCOME 


(Associated Press.) 

The highest standard of living ever 
attained in the history of the world 
was reached last year by the American 
people, the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
said yesterday in a report showing that 
the 117,000,000 persons in the United 
States had a total income in’ 1926 of 
nearly $90,000,000,000, an increase of 
approximately . $27,000,000,000, more 
than 43 per cent, in the five years since 
1921, 

The bureau’s figures revealed an in- 
crease in the, Nation’s income for each 
year since 1921, when a total of $62,- 
000,000,000 was recorded. It increased 
$3,000,000,000 in 1922; $7,000,000,000 in 
1925, and $3,000,000,000 in 1926, when a 
total of $89,682,000,000 was earned. The 
same increase holds true for the average 
per capita income of persons gainfully 
occupied, which in 1921 was $1,637, 
compared with $2,210 in 1926. 

“This income indicates the highest 
standard of living for the population of 
the United States ever attained in this 
or any other country,” the bureau said. 

“This great increase in income is not 
the result of an increase in the price 
level,” it added, “for the average price 
of consumed goods was actually slightly 
less in 1926 than in 1921.”

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PROPAGANDA DIRECTED 
AGAINST US., SAYS ENV 


Poindexter Reports on Brit- 
ish and Russian Attacks 
in South America. 


SEEKS SEAT IN SENATE 


(Associated Press.) 
An immense amount of propaganda 
of @ political, social and racial nature 
is developing .in some countries of 


South America against the Uniteal 


States, -nd the feeling is held in some 
quarters that the United States wishes 
to impose ‘“her imperialistic will” in 
the southern portion of the hemisphere, 
Miles Poindexter, Ambassador.to Peru, 
declared yesterday after a call on 
President Coolidge. 

The Ambassador said these “subtle 
influences” emanated from Russia, 
‘Great Britain and other European 
countries and he felt they were de- 
signed to undermine the confidence of 
South American republics in the United 
States. The propaganda, he added, 
takes the form of criticising American 
“shylock” ways, the attitude of this 
country toward Philippine independ- 
ence and its policy in Cuba. 

The propaganda, while probably dl- 
rected primarily against the commercial 
footholds which the United States has 
obtained, also is of a political and 
racial appeal, he said. 

Peru was not one of the countries 
in which the feeling had gained 
ground, the Ambassador continued. 
The country to which he is accredited, 
he said, feels that the United States 
has been very just in her dealings with 
Pan-American nations and while she 
was disappointed in the attempt to 
negotiate a Tacna-Arica settlement, 
Peru felt that the American intention 
was entirely friendly. 

Ambassador Poindexter reiterated his 
announcement of intending to resign 
next spring to become a candidate for 
the Senate in his home State of Wash- 
ington, and declared one of his leading 
issues would be enactment of a sound 
farm relief bill if the question of agri- 
cultural aid is not settled in the com- 
ing Congress. He will also favor in his 
campaign, he ‘d, a large merchant 
marine, privately operated, with a Navy 
large enough to give it adequate pro- 
tecticn, free tolls for American shipping 
through the Panama Canal, and pro- 
jection of the Columbia River basin 
propos:' in Washington State.

Neglects Campaign Issue 
for Personal Attack. 


New York, Nov. 2 (AP.).—Counter 
charges of open gambling in Republi- 
can clubhouses, together with the ad- 


ditional charge that in one such club 
armed gunmen were hired to y tov 
the. play, were made today by Gov. } 
Alfred E. Smith in a statement reply- 
ing to similar charges made against 
Democratic clubhouses by Col. Theodore 

Roosevelt. 

Col, Roosevelt, in his keynote speech 
at the Republican State convention in 
Rochester, which was supplemented in 
a recent speech in an uptown school- 
house, asserted that Gov. Smith having 
been identified throughout his political 
career with Tammany Hall must accept 
responsibility for the corrupt condli- 
tions the speaker attributed to Tam- 
many Hall. He termed the governor 
the “bell wether” of the 
political organization. 

The governor prefaced his statement 
with the remark that it must seem 
strange to the people of the State that 
“the young colonel” should “devote 
himself to an attack upon me and my 
administration” in the heat of a cam- 
paign of nine constitutional amend- 
ments, “many of which are of grave 
importance.” The statement ended 
with a return to this subject. 


Wants Issues Discussed. 


“Why don’t you try to render a real 
service to the State?” he asked in con- 
clusion. “Talk about the pending con- 
stitutional amendments,~- no matter 
which side of the question you take. 
You will at least be stirring up public 
interest in the real issue of the cam- 
paign. And quit the job of trying to 
pull the red hot political chestnuts out 
of the fire for the discredited leaders 
of your old, broken down, dilapidated, 
corrupt, Republican machine.” 

The, governor freely admitted the 
truth of Col. Roosevelt's charges about 
gambling in Democratic clubhouses 
and the police raids that uncovered it. 

“That is true,” he said, “the raids 
were directed by a police commissioner 
who was appointed from my cabinet 
by the mayor of the city. But I did 
not hear you say anything about ‘the 
raids that were made on Republican 
clubhousts for open gambling, and 
lest you have no knowledge of it let 
me say that in one Republican club- 
house that was raided, police were met 
with armed’ resistance, and it is a mat- 
ter of record in ‘police headquarters 
that gunmen with police records were 
in the employ of this Republican club 
to protect the game. * * * 

“Bear in mind, Colonel, that I am 
just as much opposed to gambling as 
you are. * * * But while we are talk- 
ing about it let’s be truthful.” 

Gov. Smith denied a statement of 
Col. Roosevelt that he had investigated 
Republican counties and failed to in- 
vestigate Democratic-ones. He had no 
power, the governor said, to investigate 
any counties; all he could do was to 
order investigation of county officers 
against whom charges had been made, 
and this had been his procedure in 
every case. Z 


Asks Albany Charges. 


He then mentioned “the situation 
that you complain of in Albany where 
you made some rash and foolish state- 
ments that were so bitterly criticized 
by the press of the country and by 
members of your. own party.” In his 
keynote address the colonel spoke of 
“red light” conditions he said obtained 
in the capital city. 

“You are unfair enough in your ig- 
norance of the situation,” said the gov- 
ernor, “to try to lead the people to be- 
lieve that there was something I could 
do in Albany County that I did not 
do. No charges were filed with me 
against any official in Albany county. 

“If you have any information about 
official neglect on the part of officials 
of Albany Couhty and will file charges 
with me in proper form as required by 
statute, I will proceed against them as 
a governor should proceed, exactly as 
I proceeded in all other cases ‘where 
complaints were properly filed. 

“In the meantime, please do not in- 
sult the intelligence of the people of 
the State by attempting to lead them 
to believe that the governor |s a police- 
man and should go out patrolling his 
post every night looking for Yloiators of 
the law.” 


Fiscal Ignorance Alleged. 


The governor said that issues Col. 
Roosevelt claimed to have raised in his 
speeches were’ not considered issues by 
any one else but were generally looked 
as “a lot of loose and foolish talk.” 

He charged the colonel with com- 
plete ignorance of fiscal matters in the 
State and said that figures Roosevelt 
used to bolster his arguments were evi- 
dently prepared by “somebody in the 
Republican State committee who knows 
as little about the subject as you.” 

The governor went into the fiscal 
program of the State in considerable 
detail, explaining to Col. Roosevelt that 
he did so “for the benefit of those few 
people in the State of New York who 
may have an idea that you know some- 
thing about this subject.”

INQUIRY ASKED AS G. 6 0. 
MERGER HEARINGS END 


Minority Holders Urge Federal 
Investigation of the Van 
Sweringen Interests. 


HUGE PROFITS CHARGED 


(Associated Press.) 


Final argument in the Chesapeake 
& Ohio merger case culminated  yes- 
terday before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission with a demand for Fed- 
eral investigation of the Van Swerin- 
gen railroad interests. 

Henry W. Anderson, counsel for mi- 
nority stockholders, made the demand, 
asserting that O. P. and M. J. Van 
Sweringen, of Cleveland, although rail- 
road officials and trustees, had made 
$100,000,000 out of railroad stock spec- 
ulations. 

Herbert Fitzpatrick, general counsel 
for the Chesapeake & Ohio, retorted in 
winding up the arguments that. “the 
record of the Van Sweringen dealings 
in railroad stocks is an open book,” 
fully disclosed in previous railroad con- 
solidation hearings before the commis- 
sion. 

Mr. Anderson based his demands for 
Federal investigation on the assertion 
that “no set of railroad officials and 
trustees can honestly make $100,000,000 
in speculating in the stocks of the 
railroads they control.” He also criti- 
cized the creation by the Van Swerin- 
gen interests of a series of holding and 
investment corporations which have 
dealt in railroad stocks, declaring that 
“there have been 40 or 50 corporations 
brought into existence since 1916.” 


Reduce Control, He Says. 


Such corporations tended, he de- 
clared, to take out of the jurisdiction 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion railroad assets and reduce its con- 
trol, over transportation. 

The pending C. & O. merger pro- 
posal, which Fitzpatrick represented as 
likely to redound to the efficiency of 
transportation and the betterment of 
public service, since the Erie and Pere 
Marquette Railroads would pass into 
control of the larger system, Anderson 
asserted to be without merit. 

He declared that “it is not a railroad 
consolidation which the commission 
has here before it, but merely another 
step in a great speculative enterprise.” 

Representatives of short-line rail- 
roads intervening in the proceedings 
were also heard, but Fitzpatrick point- 
ed out in the concluding argument 
that no State, municipality or public 
organization representing public inter- 
est in the territory served by the rail- 
roads had come forward with objec- 
tions. 


COMPULSORY FIGHTS 
IN SCHOOL SUSTAINED 


Court Clears Principal Who 
Called Boy Who Refused 


_to Battle “Yellow.” 


New York, Nov. 2 (A.P.).—A Brooklyn 
high school principal told in court 
today how compulsory fighting had 
been made a part of the _ school 
disciplinary system. 

William H. Rainey, the principal, 
was arraigned on a charge of dis- 
orderly conduct made 
Esposito, a 15-year-old pupil, who testi- 
filed that Rainey had called him a 
“skunk,” told him he was “yellow” and 
made him fight another boy. 

The principal explained that Esposito 
hai refused to sing the “Star-Spangled 
Banner” because he had a bad cold. 
Thereupon, a “school custom” was fol- 
lowed and the boy was given the 
choice of having his mother summoned 
or putting om the gloves with a boy 
of his weight. 

The boy refused to fight, Rainey said, 
and he then told his assistant: “That 
shows he is yellow.

The court dismissed the charge.

Many Trade Organizations 


Represented; Harrison for

(Associated Press.) 
Through its various trade organiza- 
tions, business yesterday placed its ar- 


guments for a reduction in the tax on 
incomes of corporations before the 
House ways and means committee, a 
majority of the spokesmen advocating 

31%, per cent cut compared with a 
1144 per cent reduction recommended 
by the Treasury. - 

Discussion of this levy, now 13% 
per cent on a corporation’s net income, 
less certain deductions, occupied the 
committee’s attention to the exclusion 
of practically all other subjects, and 
witnesses who failed to suggest a speci- 
fic cut in the rate were nevertheless 
unanimous in urging that it be pared 
down as far as the condition of the 
Treasury would permit. 

While Democratic committee mem- 
bers frequently asked how the cor- 
poration tax could be cut to 10 per 
cent and the total tax reduction held 
to the Treasury maximum of $225,000,- 
000, the witnesses were not inclined to 
discuss the administration estimates. 


Urge 10 Per Cent Cut, 


Those advocating a slash in the cor- 
poration levy to 10 per cent included 
Alfred P. Thom and C. 8. Duncan, both 
of Washington, for the Association of 
Railway Executives; Frank J. Wisner, 
of Laurel, Miss., for the National Lum- 
ber Manufacturers Association, and W. 
I. Crouse, Washington, for the Na- 
tional Wholesale Druggists Association 
and National Cigar Leaf Tobacco Asso- 
ciation. 

Among those urging larger reduc- 
tions in the corporation levy were H. L. 
Gandt, Washington, for the National 
Coal Association, and P. W. Pinkerton, 
Chicago, for the Illinois Chamber of 
Commerce, 

Another witness, E. F. Kram, Pitts- 
burgh, representing the National Asso- 
ciation of Taxicab Owners, recommend- 
ed that the owners be given authority 
to set up a tax-free reserve to meet 
damage claims. 


Speaks for Cooperative Associations. 


J. Englander, of New York, speaking 
for the consumers’ cooperative organi- 
zations, urged exemption of consumers’ 
cooperative organizations from the cor- 
porate income taxes. He declared he 
was advised that the total corporation 
tax collected from the 1,700 organiza- 
tions he represented amounted to only 
$30,000 and that it cost the Treasury 
that sum to collect the levy. 

Representative Garner, of Texas, 
ranking Democrat on the committee, 
jokingly assured Englander that if he 
could get the Treasury to confirm his 
statement the request would be grant- 


d. 

While the committee was in session, 
Senator Harrison, Democrat, Missis- 
sippi, returning to the Capitol, an- 
nounced he favored a tax cut of $400,- 
000,000, the same figure urged by Gar- 
rner and Representative Collier, Missis- 
sippi, another minority member of the 
House committee, and also Senator 
Simmons, ranking Democrat on the 
Senate finance committee. 


Exceed Dividends. 


Mr. Duncan, in presenting the posi- 
tion of the Association of Railway Ex- 
ecutives, said that “for the past seven 
years the railroads have had to pay 
more in taxes, with the possible ex- 
ception of 1921 and 1926, than they 
were able to pay in cash dividends to 
their stockholders.> He argued that 
‘approximately 1,000,000 persons now 
hold railroad stock, and because of 
this a greater number of individuals 
than ever before are affected, directly 
or indirectly, by the corporation in- 
come levy. 

“While, of course, it is not claimed 
that the railroads are alone suffering 
from the burden of taxes,’ he contin- 
ued, “it is urged that the corporate 
income tax upon the common carriers 
is now too great and that, in view of 
the accumulating surplus in the Treas- 
ury, some much-needed relief to the 
carriers may now be granted.” 

Nathan William MacChesney, repre- 
senting the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards, advocated that the 
real estate law should be. revised to 
permit owners of cooperative apart- 
ments to take as deductions any as- 
sessments made against them for the 
purpose of paying interest on bonds 
or mortgages, taxes or any other ex- 
penses which would be deductible by 
the individual cooperative owner if 
paid by himself.

FRENCH HALT TRIBAL 
WAR; 200 CASUALTIES 


Ruala and Syrian Bedouin 
Groups Clash; Others 
May Be Involved. 


Jerusalem, Nov. 2 (A.P.).—Serious 
fighting among the Shaalan, includ- 
ing the Ruala and Syrian Bedouin 
tribes has resulted in 200 casualties, 
say dispatches from Damascus. 

The outbreak, which had its source 
in rivalry between Emir Nuri and 
Fawaz Ibn Tawaf, the respective tribal 
leaders, reached the point of a pitched 
battle which only ceased through’ the 
intervention of the French authorities. 

Great importance is attached to the 
affair here as it is feared that other 
hostilities are impending in view of the 
fact that a very important tribe is 
involved and the possibility that other 
tribes may be drawn in.

OF NEARLY YEAR ADRIFT 


“All Hope Is Gone,” Japanese 
Mariner Wrote in March; 
Food Then Exhausted. 


TWO LEAP INTO PACIFIC 


Seattle, Wash., Nov. 2 (A.P.).—A 
story of privation and slowly-awaited 
death was told in a message, tran- 
scribed today, from the crew of the 
ill-fated Japanese fishing smack, Ryo 
Yei Maru, who starved after drifting 
nearly @ year at sea. 

The note was formally written, 
though barely decipherable, on a piece 
of cedar. It follows: 

“Wahukamura, Nishimuro County, 
Wakayama Prefecture. 

“Ryo Yei Maru, ship owner, Otomatsu 
Hosoi. 

“Members of crew: Captain, Tokizo 
Miki; chief engineer, Denjiro Hoso?; 
chief mate, Tokichi Kuwata; Hatsuso 
Terata; Tsunetaro Naoe; Ryonosuke 
Yokota; Suteji Izawa; Gennosuke 
Matsumoto; Ryoji Tsujichi; Torakichi 
Mitani; Yukichi Tsunemitsu; Ysohish- 
ifo Kmihira. 

“We, the above named twelve per- 
sons, departed from Misaki, Kanagawa 
Prefecture, on December 5, fifteenth 
year of Taisho (1926). While at work 
fishing a part of the engine was broken. 
Eight bushels of rice which we had on 
board have been exhausted. No ships 
have passed us. All hope is gone and 
death only is to be awaited. 

“Written on March 6.” 

Mariners marvelled that the ship 
raga have drifted in the ocean nearly 

a year without being sighted. The Ryo 
Yei Maru was taken in tow to Seattle 
today. 

The bodies of two of the victims, last 
survivors of the crew, were to be cre- 
mated here before being sent to Japan 
for burial. Physicians yesterday said 
cannibalism undoubtedly had been prac- 
ticed before the last two men were 
overtaken by death. The bones of eight 
others were found on deck and it was 
assumed the other two listed in the 
farewell message had jumped overboard. 

Navy officers here are investigating 
the probable drift of the ship. It was 
believed the vessel drifted in the Ja- 
panese current, taking a course to the 
south and swinging north to the Wash- 
ington coast. Over this course the Ryo 
Maru would have drifted 1,000 miles 
farther than along the great circle 
route from Japan.

John Burke Cleared 
In Bankruptcy Case 


New York, Nov. 2 (A.P.).—Five years 
after the sensational $5,000,000 failure © 
of the banking and brokerage firm of 
Kardos & Burke, John Burke, former 
treasurer of the United States, and one 
time governor of South Dakota, today 
was discharged from bankruptcy. 

The order was granted by Federal 
Judge Mack on recommendation of 
members of the creditors’ committee 
which was formed after the bank- 
ruptcy was filed. Judge Mack said to- 
day he had been told that Mr. Burke 
was not in any way involved in repre- 
hensible conduct such as was revealed 
through an investigation of conditions 
concerning the bankruptcy.

Paris, Noy. 2 (AP.) Charles Hum- 
bert, former French senator, tried and

Pasha treason case in the World War 
and exonerated of fraud in American 
war contfacts in 1919, died here today. 

Humbert was one of the most prom- 
inent figures in the military prepara- 
tion campaign in Frace previous to the 
war. He Kept up appeals both in the 
French Senate and the newspapers, his 
slogan being: “More Cannon, More Am- 
munition.” He was sent to the United 
States late in 1914 to purchase war 
materials for the French. army, but 
was recalied after a few months. 

In 1918 he was tried on a charge of 
having intelligence with the enemy, 
the charge wing out of his alleged 
relations with Bolo Pasha, the notorious 
“Defeatist” movement 
in France, who was sentenced to death 
and shot at Vincennes April 17, 1918. 

Humbert, one of the leading figures 
in the so-called Bonnet Rouge defeatist 
conspiracy, went on trial in 1919, but 
was acquitted. He had been arrested 
five days after the conviction of Bola 
Pasha. The specific charge was that 
he and several others purchased the 
newspaper Le Journal with enemy 
money for the purpose of conducting a 
defeatist propaganda. The court- 
martial voted 4 to 3 in favor of Hum- 
bert. 

In 1919 former Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral Becker, of New York, “who investi- 


gaves the original charges. for the 


ench government, exonerated Hum- 
bert of fraud in the United States in 
connection with contracts entered into 
five years previously when Humbert had 
gone there to buy war supplies far 
Prance. 

In 1925 Humbert filed a libel com- 
plaint against M. Poincare, now pre- 
mier, the charge growing out of Hum- 
bert’s trial in the Bolo Pasha case, The 
French attorney general, however, ruled 
that there was no ground for prosecu- 
tion for defamation involved. 

In recent years Humbert has dropped 
out of political life. 

The Bolo Pasha treason conspiracy, 
one of the most sensational cases of 
the World War, also brought into the 
limelight the name of former Premier 
Caillaux, since the latter had had an 
acquaintance with Bolo Pasha. M., 
Caillaux, later was tried for high trea- 
son and was sentenced to three years’ 
imprisonment and to exile for five 
years. 

At the various trials it was contended 
that Bolo Pasha traveled in the United 
States in 1915-16 and received more 
than $1,500,000 from representatives of 
Count von Bernstorff, at that time 
German Ambassador at Washington.

DEBT PACTS WILL WAIT 


Paris, Nov. 2 (A.P.)—The Poincare 
government, now more than a year old 
and one of the longest lived in recent 
French political history, goes back on 
the firing line tomorrow when the 
chamber of deputies will meet in spe- 
cial session chiefly to consider the 1928 
budget. 

The feature of tomorrow's opening 
session is the reappearance of former 
President Alexandre Millerand in his 
seat as senator from the Department of 
Orne, and the presence in parliament 
of this famous political fighter after 
haying been defeated for reelection 
from the Department of the Seine, is 
regarded by sqme political prophets as 
foreshadowing a stormy -session, 

The decision of the recent radical! 
convention to refuse to collaborate in 
the present Poincare union government 
makes Millerand, who was elected on 
a national union program, the natural 
leader of the union forces. Those who 
know him expect that he will for@# the 
fighting and may oblige the radicals to 
take a definite position in parliament 
against the union cabinet or abandon 


the idea of fighting it before the elec- | 


tors next May. 

The Poincare government goes before 
parliament apparently as firmly in the 
saddle as at any time since it began in 
August, 1926, to prop up the crumbling 
franc, but political prophets are not 
all sure that it will find the going 
good throughout the session. 

It is tolerated by a hostile majority 
because of the fear that a ministerial 
crisis now would, again upset the franc. 
The Radicals—Republican Socialists and 
Socialists—who are in a majority, hesi- 
tate to take any chances with the franc 
before the elections, but they would be 
glad to see Poincare give way to some 
of their own leaders. They will fight 
the idea of a union government in the 
elections. 

This conundrum has been going 
around the lobbies for many days: “How 
can we ask the people to vote against 
the union government at the polls if 
we continue to vote for it in parlla- 
ment.” 

War debts may come up for brief dis- 
cussion in connection with the pro- 
visional payments, which have never 
been passed upon by parliament, but 
the ratification of the Mellon-Berenger 
and Churchill-Peret debt accords must 
wait, it is believed by well-posted 
political experts, until after the legis- 
lative elections of next May.

In New York it was expected 
thaf the legislature at its last session would 
enatt the necessary legislation to make the 
ownership of such weapons a penal offense. 
But Owing to the fact that the proposal was 
tiedgto the so-called ‘‘pistol bill’ the efforts of 
thefyroponents failed. 

If ‘is no more of a crime today to own a 
madghine gun than it is to possesg a shotgun. 
The® gangster has learned that the weapon, 
whigh was designed only for warfare, is a 
powbrful persuader in the conduct of his hold- 
up 6perations, and gnachine guns are part of 
thefequipment of up-to-date “gangs” in all 
parts,of the country. The crimes commissions 
realjze that the time has come when there 
shotild be legislation in every State that will 
make it unlawful to possess one of these ter- 
riblg weapons. 

The course of justice has been retarded in 
matty States because of the lack of adequate 
lawg dealing with the receiving of stolen goods. 
This is particularly true in such States as New

: York:and New Jersey. Last winter a proposed 


law: dealing with ‘‘fences” in Albany was de- 
feated by ‘‘shyster’’ lawyers whose clients are 
found largely among the criminal classes. The 
crimes commission is considering this phase of

A SEA TRAGEDY. 


It is a gruesome tale of the sea that comes 
from Port Townsend, to which port the derelict 
Japanese fishing smack, the Ryo Yei Maru, was 

wed on Tuesday last. The bodies of two 

ilors and the bones of several of their former 


ipmates were al! that were left of the eight-‘} 


®en men who for more than a year had been 
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missing from their home port in Japan. 

There were evidences enough to prove that 
the last two had been dead for a month or 
more before the currents of the Pacific brought 
their bodies at last to the shores of North 
America. No one will ever know to what ex- 
tremes these poor sailors were driven, but that 
they endeavored to subsist on the flesh of their 
comrades after their provisions were com- 
pletely exhausted is apparent enough. Sailors 
have been driven to cannibalism under such 
circumstances in the past, but usually the hor- 
ror created by the news of such affairs has 
served to suppress the details, and where there 
have been survivors of such frightful experi- 
ences little more than the bare announcement 
of the facts has been made public. 

It is of course impossible to ascertain any of 
the ‘details of the horrors through which the 
men of the Ryo Yei Maru passed during the 
days ‘that they drifted in their charnel ship 
with provisions exhausted, engine disabled and 
gails torn to shreds. This is simply another 
mystery oft the sea, which, like the abandon- 
ment of the Marie Celeste half a century ago 
and'the disappearance of the Cyclops‘in 1918, 
will: never be cleared up while the world shall 
last:

EDISON'S RUBBER PROJECT. 


Thomas’ A. Edison has revealed that his 
experiments with American rubber production 
are designed to assure a supply of the com- 
modity. in case existing resources should be 
cut off by war. During periods of peace the 


country will depend upon the tropics for its 
rubber supply, because of better climatic and 
labor conditions in equatorial countries. Mr. 
Edison’s chief interest lies in discovering a 
raw material that will give an adequate supply 
of rubber at around $2 a pound, which is a 
high price in peacetime, but which “‘would not 
even end joy riding’ in the event of war. A 
plant must be found, he believes, that can be 
seeded by machinery and from which rubber 


can be obtained by processes almost entirely 


mechanical. Already several plants have been 
discovered which give promise of meeting the 
requirements. 

As a preparedness measuré Mr. Edison’s 
project is highly laudable... Those who dep- 
recate the possibility of another war fly in 
the face of experience and the quality of 
human nature. The nation which is not 
equipped to defend itself is always in danger 
The one with trained man- 
power, readily adaptable mechanical resources 
and carefully marshaled sources of raw ma- 
terials is not so likely to be attacked. If, in 
addition, it is both powerful and peace-loving, 
war becomes improbable, and its evils, when 
it does come, are mitigated. 

Rubber is highly importané in both peace 
and war. Mr. Edison is performing a national 
service in searching for a source of supply 
that can be called upon should a state of war 
cut the United States off from its present sup- 
ply. There are other advantages, however, in 
the discovery of a plant which will yield $2-a- 
pound rubber. 

America usually has been quick to turn to 
practical use its discoveries and inventions. 
Given a domestic source of supply of $2 rub- 
ber, it would be strange indeed if industry did 
not immediately endeavor to bring down the 
cost. Machines would be developed to offset 
the 80-cent labor of tropical plantations. Arti- 
ficial control of weather conditions, should it 
be found necessary, is not beyond the realm 
of possibility. Should Mr. Edison succeed in 
giving the United States an emergency supply 
of raw rubber, it probably would be converted 
into &@ permanent supply for peacetime uses. 


ARMY DRILLS. 


The infantry drill that attracted such a 
large crowd to the Ellipse yesterday after- 
noon is the first of the series of military events 
to be held: in Washington during November. 
These public entertainments are the outcome 
of the observations of the Secretary of War 
during his recent visit to England. There he 
found that the people show the greatest inter- 
est in the daily guard mount of the Horse 
Guards in London. Secretary Davis found, 
too, that in all the European capitals military 
drills are of great popular interest. 

The program provides for cavalry mounted 
guard mounting on Friday, November 4, at 
the Polo Field. Next week, November 9, there 
will be a demonstration by the Air Corps fly- 
ing squadron over the Ellipse, to be followed 
two days later with an artillery field drill at 
the Polo Field. : 

On Wednesday of the following week, No- 
vember 16, an infantry battalion will parade 
on the Ellipse, and a cavalry squadron parade 
and review will be held on Friday at the Polo 
Field. On November 23 the Air Corps will 
stage another demonstration over the Ellipse, 
followed by an artillery battalion review two 
days later. The last “show” of the month 
will be on Wednesday, November 30, at the 
Ellipse, and will take the form of an infantry 
guard mount. 

The time for these military demonstrations 
has been fixed at 4:40 in the afternoon, in 
each instance, in order that depawmental em- 
ployes may have an opportunity to witness 
them. The special infantry company drill 
with which the military show season opened 
yesterday was a “silent drill,” without.com- 
mands, and it demonstrated very clearly to 
what perfection the doughboys have been 
trained. Their evolutions were the very last 
word in precision, and were carried on without 
a single word of command from the officers, 
either commissioned’ or noncommissioned. No 
machine could have functioned more perfectly, 


THE PRESS AS A TEACHER. 


When Anmierica was young teaching was one 
of the functions of a mother. Schools were 


few and far between, and knowledge was “ 


gained at the family fireside. Through the 
years the system of public schools grew until 
today knowledge is imparted by trained teach- 
ers, supplemented by what little attention a 
mother is willing to give. Lexington, Ky., 
however, has reverted temporarily to the 
primitive system, a threatened epidemic of 
infantile paralysis having closed all the schools. 

Lexington mothers have become its teachers, 
but unlike the mothers of 150 years ago they 
have been able to find a valuable ally in the 
Under the direction of the board 
of education, Lexington’s two papers are print- 
ing daily the lessons which children of every 
age would have learned in school. The students 
have only to sit home and study, each keeping 
a record of the time devoted to the purpose, 
and each submitting lessons and papers to his 
teacher after the ban is lifted. Lexington ex- 
pects that its school year will thus be continued 
uninterruptedly, for both parents and children 
are said to be entering into the scheme whole- 
heartedly. 

The American press is the university of the 
masses. Through it those whose school days 
have been left far behind are enabled to keep 
abreast of the times. In it they find articles 
dealing with science, politics and current 
events. Through it leaders of thought and 
molders of opinion deliver their messages. Ee 
who reads his newspaper conscientiously adds 
to his store of knowledge unceasingly.

Personal guidance will be offered to persons 
of all ages, normal and subnormal, child and 
adult. 

The misfit or the subnormal individual has 
come to be a perplexing problem in today’s 
social structure. In former years, when the 
pace was not so rapid, and when the pressure 
of earning one’s living was not so great, thé 
misfit and the subnormal got along fairly well. 
Today, however, efficiency has become the 
keynote, and the individual who @an not keep 
up with his fellows finds few niches in which be 
can fit. The problem then is one of adjust- 
ment to existing conditions. Thousands of in- 
dividuals are held to be subnormal when the 
real difficulty lies in the ‘fact that they are 
wrongly placed in the scheme of things. They 
struggle along against heavy odds, unhappy 
and. unproductive, when through adjustment 
of the factors that surround their lives they 
might be made useful members of society. 

The clinic is no longer an experiment, as it 
represents an extension of the present work 
of the classification clini¢ of New York's 
Neurological Hospital. It will work ia con- 
junction with the New York State Psychiatric 
Institute and Hospital, another unit of the 
medical center, which serves as the heart of 
the State’s hospital system, with Its 45,000 
beds for the feeble-minded and insane. The 
work will be watched with interest, for the 
idea fortunately is. spreading that corrective 
work with misfits and subnormals can be of 
great value. 


COORDINATED TRAVEL. 


The Department of Commerce is working 
upon a plan of coordinated long distance travel 
that will utilize the airplane during hours of 
daylight and the railroads after nightfall. One 
of the tentative schedules, which it is planned 
to try out before long, calls for a journey from 
New York to Chicago by train at night, from 
Chicago fo Cheyenne by plane during the day, 
from Cheyenne to Ogden by train, and by 
plane from Ogden to San Francisco. The 92- 
hour New York to San Francisco journey thus 
will be cut to 52 hours. 

For the time being there probably is reason 
to experiment with coordinated travel services. 
Night flying is not yet as safe as day fiying, 
nor has a system of nation-wide lighted air- 
ways been developed. Furthermore, even the 
most luxurious air liner has not yet been 
equipped so that sleeping therein is comfort- 
able, and long sustained flights are at best 
physical ordeals. With coordinated service 
the patron can be assured of a speedy and com- 
fortable trip over a great distance; and he 
would not have to face the additional perils 
entailed in after-nightfall flying. 

Yet, if the plane can not be developed to 
the point where it can be utilized day after 
day and night after night, under all condi- 
tions and in practically every sort of weather, 
it never will become a universal commercial 
instrument. When such a day does arrive, 
coordinated service will be unnecessary. A 
passenger will enter the cabin of an air liner 
in New York, not to alight until he reaches 
his destination. Sleeping facilities will be of 
the best. Meals will be served en route. The 
plane probably will come to earth at regular 
intervals for replenishment of its fuel supply 
and relief of its pilots, but the passengers 
will be booked through to their destination. 

Coordinated service may prove effective for 
the time.being. In the great system of air 
transport which the remoter future will bring, 
however, it will not play an important part. 


AUTOMATIC JUSTICE. 


It has been suggested from time to time that 
the crowded condition of the local Police Court 
might be alleviated by the inauguration of a 
system whereby, an offender could pay a speci- 
fied fine for a violation without having to ap- 
pear in court to plead his case. Los Angeles 
has just established a’similar system. 

The Pacific Coast city fines an overtime 
parker $1 for the first offense, $3 for the sec- 
ond and $5 for the third. Slightly more seri- 
ous offenses, such as failure to observe a boule- 
vard stop or cutting a corner, are on a $3, $5 
and $10 scale. Still graver misdemeanors, 
such as defective brakes or improperly ad- 
justed headlight, cost $5 on the first offense 
with court for second and third apprehensions. 
Only the most dangerous and serious crimes, 
such as reckless driving, driving through safety 
zones and speeding, call for immediate court 
appearance. Should the offender so desire, 
however, he can always demand a court trial. 

There is much to be said for a system of 
that sort, Minor traffic offenses usually are 
committed unwittingly, and although the of- 
fender realizes that he must pay a fine, he re- 
sents the fact that he has to make a trip to 
court to await indefinitely for trial. Should 
the court be crowded, his attendance takes up 
a considerable portion of his day, and the, loss 
of time costs as much, if not more, than the 
fine. With a legally established system under 
which traffic offenders can pay their fines with- 
out “fuss or feathers,’”’ thousands of cases could 
be cleared up annually without court conges- 
tion, expense or inconvenience. 

Local authorities would do well to watch 
closely Los Angeles’ experiment. If the “‘serve 
yourself traffic court” should prove successful 
in operation, there is no reason why it should 
not be established-:in Washington. The policy 
of permitting offenders to forfeit collatefal, 
while accomplishing. somewhat the same end, 
can never be wholly satisfactory. Either a 
“serve yourself’? court should be inaugurated 
or every offender should be brought before the 
bar of justice forthwith.

TICK PROHIBITION. 

With the first of this month, Mis- 
sissippi came under a new law, worthy 
of note as a mark of genuine progress. 
The fight to rid the State of the eco- 
nomic burden of cattle tick infesta- 
tion, comments the Columbus Dispatcli, 
had never before had the advantage of 
State-wide _ legislation. Progressive 
farmers, of course, wanted such legis- 
lation, for they could make little head- 
way in keeping their own herds clean 
when the “diehard” reactionaries of the 
next county or the next farm insisted 
that they and their ticks should be let 
alone, and threatened with defeat any 
Legislature ‘that should interfere with 
that alleged right. Until the last legis- 
lative election, the tick-minded vote 
had its way, and “local option” in ticks 
was the best that could be done. There 
were still between 20 and 30 tick- 
infested counties, serving as_ tick 
refuges and breeding grounds from 
which to distribute the pest over the 
rest of the State. 

At last, however, the Legislature de- 
veloped a majority with courage to fol- 
low the path of common sense, and 
place the entite State under a uniform 
stock law. Small groups of reaction- 
aries will no longer be permitted to sit 
as a dead weight upon a cattle and 
dairy industry that promises large 
profits to Mississippi farmers, once it 
is free from the debilitating fever 
brought upon the herds by the pres- 
ence of the tick. The Federal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture tried to help rid 
Mississippi! of this pest, but dozens of 
the department’s dipping vats were 
blown up with dynamite, to prevent 
the conferring of the favor thus of- 
fered. It is pleasing to know, from 
the passage of Mississippi's new stock 
law, that tick-mindedness is not an 
incurable malady. It is being washed 
away in the dipping vat of common 
sense. There are, other Gulf States 
which should take a dip in the same 
tub. eS WY i *

' sympathies of Americans ought all be 
with the Chinese struggling for inde- 
,pendence. For more than a century 
'China has been the football of grasp- 
ing nations. When Europe was in a 
state. of barbarism China was the seat 
ff learning and culture. Its people 
‘were a peaceful people, living within 
themselves, seeking no conquests, The 
Caucasian race had gone forward while 
the. yellow race remained still. Then 
the Caucasians began grasping for more 
territory, more wealth. China was a 
fruitful field. First, only trade was 
asked, then special privileges, then 
territorial rights, then the right to dic- 
tate the policy of the Chinese govern- 
iment. The people submitted to first 
fone exaction and then another, until 
j}all power over their country slipped 
away from them. 

Thé same thing was attempted by 
the white race in Japan, but the 
islanders were of sterner stuff than 
the Chinese, and would not submit. 
Japan soon began to struggle for a 
place among the great powers. China 
| was slow to follow the example, but at 
last an awakening came and a spirit 
of nationalization began to stir them 
from their lethargy. That is the spirit 
which is now seeking control. It is 
true that factions still divide them, 
but factions will soon give way to the 
desire for independence from foreign 
dictation. When that independence is 


new career, and like Japan, demand its 
proper place among the nations of the 
earth. 

Our sympathies ought to be with the 
Chinese, for the spirit now displayed 
there is the same that began to mani- 
fest itself among us in 1763, culminate- 
ing a score of years later in a new 
nation, with a new method of gov- 
ernment. It was democracy with us. 
Democracy may not be prevalent among 
the Chinese yet, the main object just 
now being independence, but whether 
democracy shall ever prevail there in 
the form of government the one thing 
will remain—independence from for- 
eign interference.

OUTLOOK FOR MEASLES VACCINE 
' GOOD. 

HE outlook fdr the control of 
measles through a vaccine and an 
antitoxin becomes better year by 

year. Tunnicliffe and. White, using a 
culture of the streptococcus which they 
think causes the disease, have been able 
to produce a vaccine which has protect- 
ed a fair proportion of the. children 
vaccinated with it. It did not protect 
all of them, but there is ample time 
to make the product more rotent if 
they prove to be on the right .rack. 
They used large animals for inocula- 
tion. Therefore, there wil be no qués- 
tion as to the avallability of a supply 
should the remedy prove right.

According to one plan, serum from per- 
sons just recovering from measles is 
the other plan, the serum of persons 
who had measles months or years 
earlier is made use of. The results re- 
ported from both methods are very

However, with both there are prac- 
tical difficulties. It is not easy to ob- 
tain a supply of serum from persons 
who are satisfactory in all respects. lt 
is neither easy mor convenient vo keep 
the serum. It is not an -asy matter 
to have it when it is wanted. The 
method is not adopted tos ordinary com- 
mercial methods, which amounts to the 
same as saying it is not practicable on 
a basis of general use. 

Meanwhile, as we enter on another 
winter season, it is weil for us to under- 
stand the seriousness of measles. 
There is but little danger in the mild, 
uncomplicated attacks, but there is no 
way of knowing when complications 
are likely to enter. Complicated cases 
are exceedingly dangerous. We do know 
that complications are especially dan- 
géerous in children under 3 years of ags.

Do With Team at 
Hampden-Sidney? 


By WESTBROOK PEGLER. 


EW YORK, Nov. 2.—The fluctu- 
ating fortunes of the prominent 
football coaches such as Mr. 

Stagg, Mr. Tad Jones and Dr. John 
Wilce, suggest the notion that it might 
protect them from the slings and ar- 
rows of outrageous alumni to ordain 
them into a sort of priesthood, subject 
to arbitrary assignments at the discre- 
tion of a high priest having the au- 
thority of a bishop and removable only 
at the discretion of the same superior. 

In view of the fact that many of the 
coaches actually do exert a heady spir- 
itual influence over their athletics, the 
idea of organizing the craft along such 
lines is neither so far-fetched nor 60 
radical as it might seem on first in- 
spection. 

There are several hell-fire exhorters 
among the co-ches, who can make the 
boys to whnny and cry by their revi- 
vals in the locker rooms between halves, 
and I once met one of Mr. Stagg’s old 
football players while watching a prac- 
tice ruckus on Stagg Field who said 
the old gentleman’s spiritual cxample 
and teachings had been his constant 
ideal. in 20 years of private and com- 
mercial life subsequent to his gradu- 
ation. 


There has developed among the 
more mature coaches a_ distinct 
pastoral sense, so lively that they 
believe they must exemplify chiv- 
alry, chastity and temperateness to 
their players, above and beyond the 
fundamental job of teaching them 
to play football. 


They refer.to their players in a soft, 
fatherly way as the kids, and in some 
cases they become the confidantes, con- 
solers and counsellors of the boys in 
matters far remote from football tech- 
nique. Moreover, they have drawn to- 
gether, the coaches have to warm them- 
selves against the bumptious gusts of 
criticism or misunderstanding around 
the fire of their common purpose and 
mutual something or other so that you 
might say that they constitute a priest- 
hood even now, lacking only the form 
and authority of organization. 

You may recollect: that last year, 
after 30 years at the University of Chi- 
cago, Mr. Stagg was rudely yelled at be- 
cause his team, which went over to 
Philadelphia to play Penn, not only 
lost the game, but displayed a 
knowledge of only five plays and 
couldn’t execute more than three of 
the five. The response to this criticism 
was that Mr. Stagg himself knew lots 
of plays, but that the football team to 
date was incapable of learning more 
than five.or executing more than three. 
The reproac:.es resumed this fall to be 
silenced only when Mr. Stagg’s team in 
the third game of the season defeated 
Purdue, which .had defeated Harvard 
the weck before, 


There have been resounding com- 
plaints against Dr. Wilee, ‘of Ohio 
State, this fall and there . were 
significant sighs from New Haven 
when Yale dropped a game to 
Georgia the second week out, 
proving that the coach, under the 
present system, is a good and 
worthy coach tin the opinion of a 
highly talkative element only so 
long as his team wins football 
games. 


Of course, there are coaches and then 
there are coaches, some being downright 
incompetent .or spiritually unfit for 
their calling. There: was one coach’ at 
a little intellectual general store at a 
Texas cross roads who took his team 
several hundred miles to play a 
cherished rival and, when his center be- 
gan passing the ball over the heads of 
the back field, dashed onto the lot re- 
porting himself as a sub for the rattled 
athlete who -was throwing the game 
away, and when he stooped over the 
ball for the first play he gazed back 
between his legs to see his assistant 
coach crouching there at quarter back, 
having declared himself into the game 
and the varsity quarter back out under 
the evil inspiration of his chief. 

I have noticed that the more reputa- 
ble coaches constitute a sort of clergy, 
for I see their teams in terrific on- 
Sslaughts in the afternoon, but in the 
evening after the kids have had the 
black stains of the tape swabbed off 
their hides they have been sent to the 
moving pictures, 


I see the coaches gabbing to- 
gether over cigars and what-not, re- 
calling the breaks of the game like 
amiable rivals: of the cloth who 
spent an earnest Sunday telling 
their people why the other man’s 
religion was a dead-end street in- 
oe of the official route to salva- 

On. 


Under a system of arbitrary assign- 
ments, copied from the ecclesiastical 
method, the coach would be secure in 
his job as long as he satisfied a su- 
perior with a strictly professional and 
sympathetic understanding of the work. 
And, in the occasional rotation of 
pastorates, you might eventually, dis- 
cover just how much of K. K. Rockne’s 
success is due to his coaching and how 
much is due to the abundance of talent 
at” Notre Dame. It would be illumi- 
nating to watch Mr. Rockne through a 
season at Lowell Textile Institute, 
Hampden Sidney or Wofford College. 

I can anticipate objections, but I 
can’t forefend them.

Prison Labor Considered. 


At its session last night the coh- 
ference considered “the prison labor 
problem.” At the opening session In 
the morning. James E. Baum, deputy 
manager of the American Bankers As- 
sociation, urged the organization in 
all large cities of vigilante groups, com- 
posed of citizens armed with sawed- 
off shotguns and pistols, as &@ means 
of checking the crime wave. 

The “contract labor” system, whereby > 
convicts manufacture articles for pri- 
vate firms, was condemned by every 
speaker who addressed the conference 
last night. All agreed the State use 
system, under which all articles made 
by convicts are used by the State for 
its institutions and employes, was the 
best system. The contract labor sys- 
tem, it was stated, is unfair both to , 
private industry and to the convicts 
themselves. 

Sam Lewisohn, who presided at the 
night session, declared that virtually 
all penologists are agreed that the first 
principle of prison reform is to keep 
the prisoners busy at some useful work. 

“Contract labor is perhaps the, ‘eas- 
lest way’ to solve the problem of keep- 
ing the prisoners busy,” he said. “But 
sO was slavery, or, at least, so did 
slavery seem the easfest way to solve 
certain economic problems. To have 
the State use prisoners for private ex-~- 
ploitation by outsiders—to permit out- 
siders to use the. prisoners for their 
private gain—is obviously indecent, 
even though it be convenient.” 

Although praising the State use 
system, Mr. Lewisohn pointed out that 
this system has certain obstacles in 
its way, as for example disposing of 
surplus goods turned‘ out by the con- 
victs. 

Edward F. McGrady, legislative repre- 
sentative of the American Federation of 
Labor, also favored the State use sys- 
tem, but he declared that what the 
federation was most concerned about 
was in training prisoners so that they 
might become decent, self- “supporting 
citizens. 


Labor’s Views Stated. 


“The American Federation of Labor,” 
he said, “is interested in trying to re- 
_ Claim these peopie. It can only be done 
'by .the prisoner receiving the proper 
training while in the prison to enable 
him to get a new start upon his release. 
It is impossible to give these men and 
women a new start when prisoners are 
kept working upon a machine, doing 
the same thing continuously. For in- 
stance, a young man may be kept mak- 
ing buttonholes for garments. Where 
will this young man fit upon his re- 
lease? We believe that the State, in- 
stead of thinking of turning out quan- 
tity prison products, should be think- 
ing more of turning out rehabilitated 
young men and women who will be- 
come useful citizens to the State and 
Nation. There should be diversified 
industries in the prisons, and young 
men and women should be given work 
in these trades that they are best 
qualified to become proficient in.” 

This also was the keynote of the 
address by Maj. LeRoy Hudges, director 
of the Virginia State Chamber of Com- 
merce and representative of the na- 
tional committee of prisons and prison 
labor. Prisoner employment, he said, 
is a vital factor in crime prevention 
and in the rehabilitation of the 
criminal. 


Competition Called Unfair. 


A. F. Allison, executive secretary of 
the International Association of Gar- 
ment Manufacturers, spoke on the 
“Manufacturers’ Viewpoint on Prison 
Labor.” He denounced the contract 
labor system, because it is unfair to 
the convict and creates ruinous com- 
petition for the free labor manufac- 
turer. 

He said it was difficult to understand 
the attitude of State prison authorities 
who defend encroachments of prison 
industries upon competitive open mar- 
kets, and he wecalled that President 
Coolidge, in his first message to Con- 
gress, had said that prisoners should 
be employed in such forms of produc- 
tion “as can be used by the Govern- 
ment, though not sold to the public 
in competition with private business.” 

William A. Stewart, director of the 
Bureau of the Census, yesterday after- 
noon advocated the adoption of a 
Federal law requiring his bureau to 
collect statistics from police depart- 
ments and courts concerning the 
number of crimes and the number of 


convictions for crimes. A committee 
was named to consider his proposal.

HOPES TO ESTABLISH 
FACTORY IN VIRGINIA 


Plans Another Transatlantic 


Trip, From East, at First 
Favorable Opportunity. 


- En route to Richmond, where he 
hopes to open an airplane factory and 
flying school, Charles A. Levine and a 


party of six New Yorkers passed last 
night in Washington, after darkness 
forced their pilot, Bert Acosta, to land 
his Fokker monoplane at Bolling Field. 

The interrupted flight disappointed 
300 guests of the Richmond Chamber 
of Commerce, which had arranged a 
banquet in his honor. Levine insisted 
Acosta and himself would have com- 
pleted the trip, despite unfavorable 
conditions, were it not for the women 
in their party. 

Interviewed last night at the Carl-

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passenger” predicted transoceanic mail 
service within two years’ time, and 
declared the day not far distant when 
huge multimotored planes will make 
daily flights across the Atlantic, un- 
impeded by storm or winter weather. 

Levine's flight to Richmond was in- 
spired by Col. A. A. Anderson, a mem- 
ber of the party, who desires to estab- 
lish an airplane manufacturing ven- 
ture in the Virginia capital. Should 
Plans prove feasible the two will open 
@ factory there, equipped to turn out 
planes to sell at $1,500 each, and some 
of a more expensive type, modeled after 
the Columbia. 


Aviation School Planned. 


A school would be established in 
connection with the factory, Levine 
said, and students would be required 
to work at each phase of airplane con- 
struction before they could qualify for 
flight. 

Levine declared he will attempt to 
cross the Atlantic again “at the first 
favorable opportunity.” The fight will 
be made from east to west, he said, and 
the take-off probably from England. 
On his next attempt he will carry a 
radio operator and a navigator, in addi- 
tion to his pilot, he said. 

Asked what he thought of Mrs. Gray- 
son’s chances to make the Atlantic 
flight before spring, he declared he 
“would bet 5 to 1 against her.” “Women 
seem to be had luck on these trips,”’ he 
added, laughing. 

Construction of his proposed 50-pas- 
senger, 7-motored transatlantic § air 
cruiser, he said, will begin as soon as 
New York decides upon its municipal 
airport. His factory will be located 
near its boundaries, he said. He pre- 
dicted his ship will be completed and 
make its first flight within a year. 


French Plane Being Shipped. 


The $1,500 ship he plans to build in 
Richmond is based on one already con- 
structed by the Frenchman, Edouard 
Albert. It will carry two passengers, 
make 40 miles on a gallon of gasoline, 
and attain a maximum speed of 120 
miles, he said. One of the tiny mono- 
planes is being shipped to this country 
by Albert, he said. 

Levine declined to comment on his 
connections with Acosta, other than to 
say they “had plans.” “Acosta taught 
me to fly, you know,” he said. Asked 
if he planned any more solo flights, he 
said he did, and would shortly obtain 
@ pilot’s license from the Department 
of Commerce. 

Levine said he was “not worried in 
the least” by Government. claims 
against him for undue war profits. “My 
claims against the Government more 
than balance theirs,” he said. 

The party will resume their flight to 
Richmond at 10 o’clock this morning. 
Besides Acosta and Col. Anderson, ac- 
companying Levine are Mrs. Hernander 
Rocher, Mrs. Irene Dudley, Edwin B. 
Steiner and E. J. Demgas, all of New 
York.

JOEL GRAYSON DIES; 
CONGRESS OFFICIAL 


Created Head of Document 
Room by Special Act; 52 
Years at Capitol. 


~ Joel Grayson, 69 years old, custodian 
of the document room at the Capitol, 
died Tuesday night at his home in 
Vienna, Va. Arrangements for his 
funeral had not béen completed last 


night, but members of his family said 
it would probably be held Sunday aft- 
ernoon. 

Mr. Grayson had been continuously 
employed at the Capitol for 52 years, 
and was a warm personal friend to 
some of the country’s greatest men. 
He became ill about two months ago 
and was confined to his home. Until 
then he was the only living man who 
knew where many old documents or 
copies of famous speeches stored away 
in the document room could be 
promptly found. 

He was born at Luray, Va., March 
23, 1858. He went to work at the 
Capitol in 1875 as a page with Repre- 
sentative John T. Harris, of Virginia. 
His job in the document room was 
created for him by special legislation 
and Congress wrote into thé statutes 
that he could be removed only by a 
Special act of Congress signed by the 
President. Mr. Grayson had been in 
ill health for about a year. He is 
survived by his wife and eight chil- 
dren, Joel Grayson, jr., Mys. ; 
Jones, Mrs. Gladys Reisenger, Ralph 
Grayson and Raymond Grayson, both 
in Atlanta; Lawrence Grayson, in 
Tampa, Fla.; Mrs. H. F. Curtis, in Fair- 
fax, and Dr. Stewart M. Grayson, Wash- 
ingtoy physician.

PROPOSED AT HEARING 


Also Urged Scale Be Made 
Effective for Fiscal, Not . 
Calendar, Year.

Representatives of local and other 
navy yards and stations began their 
fight for an average wage increase of 
about 25 per cent before the Navy 
Wage Hoard of Review, which opened 
sessions yesterday at the Navy Build- 
ing. Luther C, Steward, president, 
National Federation of Federal Em- 
ployes, opened the case, and was fol- 
lowed by Henry G. Harris, Federal Em- 
ployes Union No. 23, Philadelphia, both 
representing clerical and other office 
groups. Hearings of shop groups’ de- 
mands begin today. 

The Navy board,, which will be in 
session until probably Saturday, fixes 
pay of civilian personnel at the fore- 
going employment centers for the 
year beginning January 1, and will 
consider extensive data and figures be~ 
tween now and gome time in December, 
when its schedule will be announced. 


Wage Value Declared Shrinking.. 


This year’s argument maintained 
that navy yard employes’ wag@ were 
lessening in value gradually and that 
in several yards employes had to do 
night work on other jobs to provide 
bare necessities of life for their fami- 
lies and to the detriment of efficiency 
in their normal] labor. 

Mr. Steward showed where supervis- 
ing clerks receive less compensation 
now than in 1920, this ls ing cited as 
one reason, aside from others, that 
should influence the board to fix pay 
rates commensurate with those of 
private establishments, the original 
purpose of legislation establishing the 
board. He also urged the board make 
recommendations to Secretary of the 
Navy Wilbur for additional appropria- 
tions for clerical forces. 

Mr. Harris, speaking for clerical, tech- 
nical and unskilled forces, urged & 
wage scale. beginning with the fiscal 
year instead of the calendar year, pres- 
ent arrangements presenting a situation 
wherein estimates have already been 
submitted for a wage scale determined 
afterward. He said obviously wages 
would be cut to suit the estimates pre- 
viously made. The wage scale should 
be arranged first, he maintained, then 
estimates made to care for it.
